HAT TREATY 
WITH FRANCE. 


SECRETARY SHAW MAKES RE 
PLY TO GOV. CUMMINS. 


—— 


Taken to Task for an Alleged Re- 
port of a Speech Commenting on 
the Senate's Refusal to Give the 
French an Advantage in Reciproc- 
ity, He Asks for Information. 


E ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw today made 
public the following letter, written by 
him to Gov. A. B. Cummins of Iowa 
in reply te a statement made by Gov. 
Cummins before the recent reciproc- 
ity convention at Chicago: 
CHICAGO; Aug. 26.— Dear Gov. 
Cummins: In a caréfully-prepared ad- 
dress delivered before the reciprocity 
convention at Chicago, which the pa- 
pers say you read, “lest you might be 
misreported,” you used this language: 
“The Secretary of the Treasury, in a 
speech recent!y delivered in Des 
Moines, is reported as saying that the 
explanation of the refusal of the Sen- 
ate to consider the French treaty is 
that it gives everything to France and 
nothing to the United States. [ must 
do him the justice to believe that he 
never read the treaty, for otherwise he 
has committed a grave offense against 
the proprieties of debate.“ 

1 did not see that portion of your 
address until I came West, and have 
delayed writing that I might ascer- 
tain where I was reported to have 
made such a statement. I know I did 
not say it, or anything that could be 
so interpreted, but I was not so sure 
about the report. The occasion was 
an informal luncheon and the speech 
was impromptu, though not extempo- 
raneous. I find that both of the Des 
Moines Republilan dally papers repre- 
sented at the luncheon reported me as 
saying: 

“I was an enthusiast among those 
who favored the reciprocity treaties. 
Among these treaties was one with 
France. The French contract gave her 
an advantage in entering thé American 
market over every other country on 
seventy articles, in consideration of 
which she agreed to apply her mini- 
mum tariff to our exports to France, 
except as to twenty articles, including 
horses, butter, eggs, cheese, leather 
goods, machines (machind tools,) dy- 
namoc, etc. That is, if we would treat 
France better than we did any other 
country, France would treat us About 
as well as she did any other country. 
“Of course, the treaty was not rat- 
ified. I say (of course,) I mean to say 
it was not ratified. It was those in the 
Senate who declared they did not be- 
lieve this nation should discriminate 
against Great Britain, where we sell 
$500,000,000 of our exports, for the ben- 


$200,000,000."" 

While the report is not verbatim, it 
is substantially correct. Whether I read 
the treaty before making the state- 
ment is relatively of little importance, 
but if the treaty as negotiated did 
not give France a reduction from our 
regular tariff rates on substantially 
seventy articles (to be exact, sixty- 
nine articles,) counting every variety 
of silk manufacture as one article, 
then it may be conceded that I had not 
read it, and if tt did not exempt 
twenty American articles from the 
provisions of the French minimum 
rate of duty, as of the horses, butter, 
lucerne and clover seed, fodder, cast 
iron, skins and hides prepared, boots 
and shoes and parts of same: belts 
and cords and other leather articles 
manufactured for machinery: dynamos, 
machine tools, dynamo conductors and 
parts; arc lamps, known as regulators; 
sugar, chicory roots, green or dry; 
porcelain, card- 
board in sheets, then it may ‘be con- 
ceded that I violated the proprieties of 
debate, though an informal talk at a 
luneHeon is several removes from a 
debate. 

You, my.dear Governor, and I have 
had some experience in the trial of 
cases. and we have seldom lost them 
through the misrepresentation of our 
opponents.

against. German interests, stepped 
down and out, suffering political 
eclipse for the time being. But Ger- 
many was seeking to destroy, not 
Delcassé, but Delcassé’s masterpiece 
of diplomacy—the cordial understand- 
ing between France and England. 
And so far from this misunderstand- 
ing having been weakened, the men- 
ace from across the Rhine simply 
served to strengthen it. No one can 
read the detailed press reports of the 
receptions of British seamen in 
France and of French seamen in 
England without being impressed by 
the heartfelt cordiality displayed— 
without recognizing that this was no 
mere emotional ebullition of the mo- 
ment, but a sincere manifestation of 
mutual good will between men who 
had fought each other in the past but 
were gocd friends now. For the real 
secret of this remarkable change in 
national sentiment lies, not in the 
political entente cordiale” itself, 
but in the treaty precedent that re- 
moved, in every corner of the world, 
all possible causes of quarrel be- 
tween the British and the French. 
Delcassé could go, but his handiwork 
remained, solid, firm, and abiding. In 
effect Germany had butted her head 
against a stone wall, and had got a 
nasty bump for her pains.: 

Then there is the Herero trouble 
down in Southwest Africa—so humil- 
lating to German pride, 80 exasper- 
ating to German thrift, and so dam- 
aging to German prestige. A hundred 
million dollars throw away, more 
than a thousand German lives lost, 
and absolutely nothing accomplished! 
Such is the record Germany herself 
admits. And now, in her baffled 
helplessness to beat a savage foe in 


zation, devoid of railways, bare of 
foodstuffs, and infected with malaria, 
she turns to accusing her British 
colonial neighbor of sympathy with 
her revolted subjects, of disloyalty 
to the sacred cause of “whites versus 
blacks” by refusal to join in hunting 
down the fugitives, 
treachery in the guise of strict neu- 
trality because the Cape government 
declines to allow British territory to 
be used as a base for German sup- 
plies, whereby would be involved the 
risk of a general native conflagration 
on both sides of the frontier. In the

Then again another British colony, 


Australia this time. has been calling 


Germany to account for attempting 
to establish a trade monopoly among 
the Pacific islands under the German 
flag, and has compelled the German 
government to recede from an atti- 
tude taken up in flagrant violation of 
guarantees 
reciprocal facilities to beth countries. 
But this measure of satisfaction does 
not satisfy Australia, and there are 
trade reprisals actually taking place 


and tariff discriminations being 
threatened unless Germany indem- 
nifies the British shipping firms 


that have suffered financial losses 
because of her over-reaching actions. 

On all there grounds German pub- 
lic opinion feels sore. 

Coming to England, we find reflex 
exasperation because of the attempt 
to seduce France from her newly 
formed friendship; because of the 


vile calumnies, as they are termed, 


flung against the British colonists in 
South Africa; because of the tricky 
efforts to injure British trade in the 
Pacific. Then, added to the tempo- 
rary impasse brought about by Ger- 
many in the middle of Moroccan re- 
forms, there are suspicions of Ger- 
man designs to unsettle things in 
Egypt by establishing a line of Ger- 
man steamers on the Nile; of German 
designs to aid in handing over a 
Norwegian “warm water” port on the 
North Seas to Russia; of German de- 
signs on Holland, with her North 
Sea coast line and her rich oversea 
possessions, lying absolutely unde- 
fended and at the mercy of the first 
great power to grab them; even sus- 
picions of German designs in South 
Africa, with an ever-growing army 
not very far away from the still dis- 
affected Transvaal. 

All these disquieting speculations 
in England as to Germany's ulterior 
schemes may be, and probably are, 
only the chimeras of overwrought 
imagination and highly-strung nerves, 
But this state of mind is understand- 
able in view of the German Empe- 
ror’s recent display of abnormal ac- 
tivity, now making a daylight naval 
display in troubled Moroccan waters, 
next keeping a midnight assignation 
with the Czar in the Gulf of Finland, 
ever intent on bringing German in- 
fluence to be felt in every quarter of 
the globe where there is the slightest 
ripple of disturbance. Neither nation 
need be credited with the deliberate 
intention to provoke. an open rup- 
ture. But angry peoples, like angry 
men, cease to be under the restraint 
of cool reason. Hence the anxiety 
with which the world at large re 
gards these displays of acute exacer- 
bation between powers that hold ia 
their hands such mighty engines of 
destruction.

ESTERN LABOR PROBLEM. 


A recent dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco announced that fifty thousand 
harvest hands would be needed 
throughout the Northwest during the 
next two weeks. Railroad construc- 
tion has been brought almost to a 
standstill by the desertion of unskilled 
laborers attracted by farmers offering 
almost double wages. Over twenty 
thousand men are needed along the 
Great Northern, and nearly fifteen 
thousand along the Northern Pacific. 

One of the weak points in the de- 
velopment of the great West of the 
United States is the fluctuating nature 
of the labor market. Ten thousan1 
men may be needed for a few months, 
for railroad construction, or for a few

The same ‘s 
true in regard to work in the sugar 
beet fields. Meantime, fruit growers 
complain loudly that they find it very 
difficult to obtain a sufficiency of re- 
liable help, when they need it. 

It would be a good idea if something 
like the English village system could 
be established throughout our fruit 
growing regions, where every laborer 
could have his little cottage with a plot 
of ground, so that. when there is no 
work offering in the neighborhood he 
could keep himself and family in the 
necessaries of life by raising vegetables 
and chickens, and pigs and a cow. 
This would tend to encourage a set- 
tled population, which is always vastly 
better for a community than a roving 
band of unmarried laborers, who con- 
tribute nothing to the upbuilding of a 
community.
